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Preface 


Activity  in  historical  societies  and  historic  preservation  increased 
rapidly  in  the  1970’s.  Stimulated  by  the  American  Bicentennial  cele¬ 
bration,  citizens  throughout  Pennsylvania  displayed  a  rejuvenated 
interest  in  historic  sites,  landmarks,  traditions,  crafts,  and  preserva¬ 
tion.  In  recognition  of  this  heightened  historical  awareness  and  the 
need  to  facilitate  exchange  between  various  historical  organizations, 
the  Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission  has  published 
a  new  Pennsylvania  Directory  of  Historical  Organizations,  1976,  which 
updates  the  1970  Directory. 

The  purpose  of  the  Directory  is  to  promote  communication  among 
the  organizations  and  to  inform  the  public  about  officers,  facilities,  and 
programs.  Several  photographs  of  properties  owned  by  historical  orga¬ 
nizations  offer  a  glimpse  of  the  range  of  historic  preservation  endeavors 
in  the  Commonwealth.  The  listing  of  institutions  and  organizations  is 
geographical,  and  an  index  of  organization  names  will  facilitate  use 
of  the  Directory.  Organizations  whose  manuscript  holdings  are  listed 
in  Irwin  Richman’s  Historical  Manuscript  Depositories  hi  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  (Harrisburg:  Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commis¬ 
sion,  1965)  are  noted  by  the  abbreviation  HMD.  The  text  also  indicates 
those  institutions  holding  membership  in  the  Pennsylvania  Federation 
of  Historical  Societies.  Finally,  the  preparation  of  the  Directory  was 
assisted  immensely  by  the  Federation’s  Historic  Properties  Survey 
Committee,  consisting  of  Mrs.  LeRoy  Sanders,  chairperson;  Mr.  Carl

The  cover  illustration  depicts  the  upraised  hand  and  torch  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Statue  of  Liberty  as  displayed  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition 
of  1876  in  Fairmount  Park,  Philadelphia.  This  huge,  six-month  expo¬ 
sition  was  the  United  States  of  America’s  celebration  of  one  hundred 
years  of  progress.  Many  nations  participated,  and  more  than  eight 
million  admissions  were  recorded.  The  hand  and  torch  were  after¬ 
ward  displayed  in  New  York  City  until  the  building  on  Bedloes  Island 
of  Frederic  Auguste  Bartholdi’s  awesome  lady,  a  gift  of  France  to  the 
United  States.  The  Statue  was  dedicated  in  1886.
